The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a short change gear 
comprising a first input shaft, a second input shaft, a first output shaft, a second output 
shaft, a drive shaft, a first group of gear sets, a second group of gear sets, an intermediate 
shaft, a first gear section, and a second gear section, as recited in the claim; specifically, 
wherein the second group of gear sets is radially offset with respect to the first group of 
gear sets, the drive shaft is in torque transmitting connection with the first and second 
output shafts, and the intermediate shaft is in gearing connection with the second input 
shaft.
